EDITORIAL 

A I the annual meeting of the Royal 
Naval Benevolent Trust at the 
Mansion House. London, on October 
31. al which, incidentally. Admiral Sir 
Alexander Bingley succeeded Admiral 
of Ihe Meet Sir George Creasy as 
President, il was revealed that expendi¬ 
ture for ihc year ended June 30 
exceeded the income for (be year by 
jusl over £27.000. 

This is not a healthy slate of affairs, 
particularly when il is remembered 
lhal the deficit on the previous year's 
running was also over £20,000. The 
cost of relief lo individuals in (he year 
jusl ended was nearly £148.000. The 
total income was £194.820 and Ihc 
total expenditure £222.868. In addi¬ 
tion to (he sum expended on relief to 
individuals, the running costs of the 
Regular Forces Employment Associa¬ 
tion. the Trust's Invalided and Dis¬ 
abled Men's Special Scheme, the 
grants made to Homes and Institutions, 
ami general administrative costs— all 
showed considerable increases. 

CAN NAVY DO MORE? 

Is the Navy doing all it should for 
the Frust? Ihc men of two wars and 
their families and dependants ate our 
responsibility. Ihc Welfare State sees 
lo it that these people have food and a 
roof over their heads, but circum- 
stances often arise when the State can- 
mil help, and this is where Ihe 
R.N.B. F. comes into the picture. 

The Navy man is proverbially 
generous. Every year large sums of 
money arc donated to very worthy 
causes, and great credit is due to those 
men who plead and work for such 
causes, but rarely does one sec special

Special purchases of limber have 
had to be nude and immense pieces of 
oak and teak have been cut. fashioned 
and titled by craftsmen with tool* 
similiar to those used in building the 
original ship at Chatham Dockyard in 
1759. On three occasions the Victory 
has been scaled and fumigated to re¬ 
duce the activities of death-watch 
beetles. 

It has been recently decided to en¬ 
tirely re-rig the ship in Italian hemp 
and the task will commence at the end 
of this month. Needed for the work 
will be 34 miles of hemp, three tons of 
spun yarn. 300 yards of old canvas and 
224 gallons of tar. 

On the question of furnishings and 
decoration, research undertaken by the 
Advisory Technical Committee has 
involved the examination of book*. | 
pictures and moslcls in consultation 
with the National Maritime Museum. !

It gives me great pleasure In write and thank you for Ihe pleasure I 
have derived from reading “Navy Ncws“ and especially the articles by 
Capl. II. F. Waight. O.B.K.. R.N. (Retd.), and it is this month's issue tOctober) 
that has prompted me to write to you because al Ihe end of his article he 
mentioned Ihe surrender of Ihe Italian islands. 

Lieut. Jeaycs telephoned the island's

A T the beginning uf Ihe year it was forecast that a busy lime wa* abend for 
the Nnvy cyclists. This forecast was an under-statement, foe every week-end 
of the season has seen Ihc Navy rider in action on course* all over the country. 
Ibis keenness brought its reward when, for the first time. Ihc Navy came out 
on lop in an inler-Scrvices championship. The even! was the 50-mile time trial, 
and Ihe winning team was P.O. (P.T.I.I R. Beck, now at Ihe School of P.T., 
l-S.A. (S) O. Bryce, now in II.M5. Eagle, and S.B.P.O. (M) A. Fowler, of R.N. 
Hospital. Plymouth. 

These three riders dominated the 
Navy championships and. in particular. 

Beck was outstanding until hi* duties at 
the Roval tournament upset his train¬ 
ing (online He won ihc title at 10 . 25 
ami 50 miles ol lime-trbling and. in 
winning all four events that make up j 
Ihc track omnium, was a clear winner 1 
of the track title as well.
